The Dickenson County Vocational School offers vocational training in Auto Body and Fender, Auto 
Mechanics, Carpentry, Cosmetology, Drafting, Electricity, Health Assistants, Food Service, Masonry, 
Clothing Service, Welding, Power Mechanics, and Building Trades. 

The 400 students that attend Dickenson County Vocational School are bused from the 3 county high 
schools. The students spend 2 % hours each day at the Vocational School and earn 3 credits. The ma- 
jority of Dickenson County Vocational School students enter the Vocational School when they are in 
the 11th grade. After successfully completing a program at the Vocational School, the students receive 
a diploma from the Vocational School in addition to their regular high school diploma.
